BOOKS FOR APPALACHIA 
Every now and again there is a fresh 
illustration 
of 
how 
private 
effort 
can 
effectively augment government aid pro­ 
grams. One of the most interesting in­ 
stances of this kind is the current effort of 
the National Congress of Parents and 
Teachers to supply books to the hill country 
schools 
in 
the 
distressed 
Appalachian 
region. 
Various 
federal 
programs 
are 
being 
brought to bear in this poverty-stricken 
area. The regional plan, with its construc­ 
tion of better roads and its sponsorship of 
various community efforts, is of major 
significance. Federal aid to education also 
will provide help of a kind especially needed 
in sections that comprise a sort of back­ 
water along the stream of American af­ 
fluence. But whatever aid to education is 
forthcoming, the one-room schools will still 
need more books. 
Thus far the national PTA program has 
already had significant results: some half 
a million books have been collected and sent 
to Appalachia. The present goal is double 
that number. 
It seems eminently worth noting that 
REA Express, which is cooperating to the 
extent of shipping the PTA-collectcd books 
to Louisville at a low special rate that ap­ 
plies anywhere in the country, has just ex­ 
tended this rate to mid-July. If local PTA 
groups can maintain their book-collecting 
momentum, there is a good chance of 
reaching the goal by then. That would be 
a big feather in the cap of the PTA, and 
a solid boost for education in Appalachia 
come next fall. Few efforts could give citi­ 
zens a keener sense of lending direct help 
where it is needed.

mistakes 
and 
start down a fresh road. 
The 
United 
Nations 
was

chart the road and it seemed 
unbelievable that after the dis­ 
asters of two world wars man 
would be too stupid to learn a 
little. 
That was a foundation, hut not 
the only one, for the hope the 
world might be entering a new 
and 
civilized 
and 
reasonable 
day. 
The 
United 
States. 
Britain, 
Olina, the Soviet Union and oth­ 
ers for sheer survival had sub­ 
merged their differences in or­ 
der to fight together, and fight 
well, against a common enemy. 
After this ability to work to­ 
gether

terrible 
time, 
it 
didn t seem too much to hope 
th** nations in the future might 
be willing to discuss their differ­ 
ences in an international forum 
instead of doing all over again 
what 
they 
had 
just 
been 
through. 
Tine. the old League of Na­ 
tions. set

sup­

to 
have been just 
this 
kind of forum for peaceful set­ 
tlements and vet it was a tragic 
failure.
